(Twice amended) A method of enriching for and identifying a nucleic acid 
sequence difference with respect to a reference sequence comprising: 

a) contacting a nucleic acid sample with a molecule comprising a sequence- 
specific binding activity selected from the group consisting of: transcription factors or 
DNA binding domains thereof; proteins with zinc-finger DNA binding domains; 
restriction endonuclease DNA recognition domains; sequence-specific antibodies; 
oligonucleotides complementary to an adapter ligated to a population of DNA molecules; 
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
